The general administration will be under the 
supervision of Mr. P. Ornstien, the Secretary of the United Synagogue, acting 
unce’ the control of the Overseers of the Poor, Messrs. Noah Davis and 
Maurice Hart... Mr. Lewis Levy, Senior Warden of the East London Synagogue, 
as consented to act as the Presiding Warden at the services, ” 
We should mention that as the Hall will be required for the usual Christian 
Hervices on Sunday evening the 10th prox. (the Eve of the New Year Festival), 
the Jewish service cannot be held fhat evening.

THE SHECHITA QUESTION. 


The popular vote was taken throughout Switzerland on Sunday on tho 
demand for the prohibition of the slaughter of animals of all kinds and without 
exception, unless rentered insensible before they are bled, and resulted in tho 
demand being agreed to by a large majority. This demand, as we pointed out 
last week, involves the prohibition of the killing of cattle as practised by 
Jews: 

~The total number. of votes. recorded in favour of the prohibition was 
197,000, and against 112,009. Only 45 per cent. of the electors went to the 
polls. The following are details of the votes in most of the Cantons :—

Among the devices resorted to by the Central Committee of the Society for 
the Protection of Animals was to distribute in Catholic localities copies of a 
circular in which a numbor of Roinau Catholic prelates in Germany were repre- 
sented as having given their support to the movement. Two of the prelates 
named are dead, but the Committee in opposition to the movement (whose mani- 
festo we published last week) telegraphed to the remaining five, Cardinal Kopp, 
of Breslau, the Archbishop of Munich and the Bishops of Mayence, Trier and 
Fulda, all of whom denied having expressed any opinion upon, or having troubled 
themselves at all with the matter. As will be scon below, the Roman Catholic 
vote was expected to be given in fayour of the Jews. 


A correspondent writing in anticipation of the plebiscite forecasted the 
actual result on the following grounds : In many cantons the people have no idea 


that the question is closely connected with Judaism and signifies a_ hard 
blow at it. The simple demand that no: animal shall be killed 
Without having been previously stunned syinpathetically appeals to the 


animal-loving Swiss. Then also we must tike into account that very few 
of them have sesn an animal killed or have inform2d themselves about 
the method of slanehtering. For these reasons thousands will ¢o to the urns 
without any fixe l notion and vote for the prohibition. On the other hand we 
have the entire Roman Catholic population (49 per cent ) on cur side, for they 
have been told by their pricsts that the movement isa religious attack upon the 
Jews. The issue, therefore, is in doubt, but it is more likely than not that the , 
majority of votes will be for the prohibition. 


Professor Carl Vogt writes as follows, respecting tho Schechita Question in 
Switzerland, in answer to an appeal for his opiuion from Dr, Nehrdorf of the 
Royal Department of Veterinary Surgery for Hast Prussia. Professor Vogt 
says that he entirely concedes with Dr. Nehrdorf and his eminent colleague, 
Professor Virchow, that he looks upon this agitation against the Schechita as an 
insult to civilizativa thet itis only one forin of that abominable anti-Semitism 
of which a wave is passing over Germany. Should the prohibition be passed 
in the Bundesrath he will consider it an indelible brand of shame. Professor 
Virchow wrote on this question last July to the following effect: “I£ all the 
provisions of the ritual are duly observed, which is nearly surely to take place in 
the nature of the case, the objects of the law, namely to avoid undue pain and 
to make the flesh more suitable for human consumption by the removal of the 
blood, so far as it can be removed, are attained in a most undoubted and greater 
degree than by any other method. In »my opinion it cannot by any stretch be 
established that the Jewish mode. of killing animals is toriure compared with 
other modes.” This is weighty evidence and is spoken with the decisive fear- 
lessness so characteristic of Professor Virchow. | | 


A difficulty lately arose at Harburg (Hanover) with respect to Shechita, but 
there it has been satisfactorily settled. Some months ago a new abattoir was 
opened at Harburg, when the Municipal Police Authorities issued an order that 
henceforth no animal must be killed without having previously been stunned and. 
that slaughtering according to Jewish rites was forbidden. The Landrabbiner, 
Dr. Gronemann, protested, in an appeal to the Governor, against this attack on 
religious liberty, but only with a partial result. The prohibition to kill according 
to the Jewish method was countermanded, but the order to poleaxe animals was 
maintained. This revised regulation being still tantamount to an interdiction 
of Shechita, Dr. Gronemann. memorialised. the. Minister of the Interior, who 
annulled the police order, principally on the ground that the local Authorities 
had acted ultra vires. 

The Shechita question is also likely to come to. the fore in Wurtemberg. 
The Association of Veterinary Surgeons held its annual conference a few weeks 
ago at Stuttgart, and the Agenda included a proposition to memorialise the 
Government of the country to prohibit the Jewish method of slaughtering.. In 
consequence, however, of want of time the matter was postponed until next 
year’s meeting. The Jews in Wurtemberg will therefore have ample time to set 
on foot a counter agitation.

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FATAL AOOIDENT TO MR. HUGH NATHANIEL 


LUCAS. 


By a tragic occurrence which befe'l Mr. Hugh Nathaniel Luzas on Wed- 
nesday night week on the summit of the Tischhorn, above Zermatt, in 
Switzerland, several of the principal Jewish families in London have be2n thrown 
into deap mourning. Mr. Lucas was a son of the late Mr. Horatio Lucas, and of 
Mrs. Horatio Lucis (a daughter of Ccuntess d’Avigdor, and niec> of the late Sir 
Francis Goldsmid), and was only 23 years old. He wasa student of New College, 
Oxford, and was distinguished by his amiability and by taleats which gave 
promise ofa bright career, Mr. Horatio Lucas, who died in 1874, will still be 
remembered by older members of the community ay an accomplished painter and 
musician. Asa paicter, he exhibited at the Royal Academy and the Salon in 
Paris, and baing proficient aiso in the art of Etching he was a contributor to 
the various Black and White Exhibitions. <A selection of his etching: is in the 
print room at the British Museum. 

From accounts (published by Reuter) ¢ ven by the guides who accompanied 
Mr. Hugh N. Lucas and his fellow traveller, Mr. Williamson, it appears that 
being overtaken by darkness on Wednesday the 15th, th2 purty resolved to pass 
the night under the shelter of a crag of rock whicu jutted out over the path. All 
were asleep by about eleven o'clock. Shortly after two one of the guides awoke 
and found that Mr. Lucas had disappeared. Ile immediately aroused the others, 
and they cilled Mr. Lucas by name, but in vain. After someconsultittoa, if was 
decided to remain where they were until diylight, as a seareh in the darknoss 
would bo. both futils and dingerous.

THE SHECHITA QUESTION. 


The popular vote was taken throughout Switzerland on Sunday on the 
demand for the prohibition of the slaughter of animals of all kinds and without 
exception, unless renlered insensible before they are bled, and resulted in the. 
demand being agreed to by a large majority. This demand, as we pointed out 
last week, involves the prohibition of the killing of cattle as practised by 
Jews. | 

The total number of votes recorded in favour of the prohibition was 
197.000, and against 112,009, Only 40 per cent. of the electors went to the 
polls. The foliowing are details of the votes in most of the Cantons :-—

Among the devices resorted to by the Central Committee of the Society for 
the Proteetion of Animals was to distribute in Catholic localities copies of a 
circular in Which a number of Roman Catholic prelates in Germany were repre- 
sented as having given their support to the movement. Two of the prelates 
named are dead, but the Committee in opposition to the movement (whose mani- 
festo we published last week) telegraphed to the remaining five, Cardinal Kopp, 
of Breslau, the Archbishop of Munich and the Bishops of Mayence, Trier and 
Fulda, all of whom denied having expressed any opinion upon, or having troubled 
themselves at all with the matter. As will be scon below, the Roman Catholic 
vote was expected to be given in favour of the Jews. 


A correspondent writing in anticipation of the picbviscite forecasted the 
actual result on the following grounds : In many cantons the people have no idea 
that the question is closely connected with Judaism and = sigmiies a_ hard 
blow at it. The simple demand that no’ animal shall be killed 
without having been previously stunned syinpathetically appeals to -the 
animal-loving Swiss. Then also we must tike into account that very few 
of them have seta an animal killed or have inform2d themselves about 
the method of sliuchterisg. For these reasons thousands will go to the urns 
without‘any fixe L notion and vote for the prohibition. On the other hand we 
have the entire Roman Catholic population (49 per cent ) on cur side, for they 
hhave been told by their priests that the movement isa religious attack upon the 
Jews. The issusa, therefore, isin doubt, but itis more likely than not that the 
majority of votes will be for the prohibition. | 


Professor Carl Vogt writes as follows, respecting the Schechita Question In 
Switzerland, in answer to an appeal for his opiuion from Dr, Nehrdorf of the 
Royal Department of Veterinary Surgery for East Prussia. Professor Vogt 
says that he entirely concedes with Dr. Neurdorf and his eminent colleague, 
Professor Virchow, that he looks upon this agitation against the Schechita as an 
insult to civilizatioa thet itis only one forin of that abominable anti-Semitism 
of which a wave is passing over Germany. Should the prohibition be passed 
in the Bundesrath he will consider it an indelible brand of shame. Professor 
Virchow wrote on this question last July to the following effect: “If all tho 
provisions of the ritual are duly observed, which is nearly surely to take place in 
the nature of the case, the objects’of the law, namely to avoid undue pain and 
to make the flesb more suitable for human consumption by the removal of the 
blood, so far as it can be removed, are attained in a most undoubted and greater 
degree than by any other method. In my opinion it cannot by any stretch be 
established that the Jewish mode of killing animals is toriure compared with 
other modes.” °This is weighty evidence and is spoken with the decisive fear- 
lessness so characteristic of Professor Virchow. 


A difficulty lately arose at Harburg (Hanover) with respect to Shechita, but 
there it has been satisfactonly settled, Some months ago a new abattoir wa: 
opened at Ilarburg, when the Municipal Police Authorities issued an order that 
henceforta no animal must be killed without having previously been stunned and 
that slaughtering according to Jewish rites was forbidden. The Landrabbiner, 
Dr, Gronemann, protested, in an appeal to the Governor, against this attack on 
religious liberty, but only with a partial result. The prohibition to kill according 
to the Jewish method was countermanded, but the order to poleaxe animals was 
maintained. This revised regulation being still tantamount to an interdiction 
of Shechita, Dr. Gronemann memorialised the Minister of the Interior, who 
annulled the police order, principally on the ground that the local Authorities 
had acted udfra vires. 


The Shechita question is also likely to come to the fore in Wurtemberg. 
The Association of Veterinary Surgeons held its annual conference a few weeks 
ago at Stuttgart, and the Agenda included a proposition to memorialise the 
Government of the country to prohibit the Jewish method of slaughtering. In 
consequence, however, of want of time the matter was postponed until next 
year's meeting. Tbe Jews in Wurtemberg will therefore have ample time to set 
on foot a counter agitation.

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FATAL AOOIDENT TO MR. HUGH 
LUCAS. 

By a tragic occurrence which befe'l Mr. Hugh Nathaniel Luzas on Wed- 
nesday night week on the summit of the Tiischhorn, above Zermatt, in 
Switzerland, several of the principal Jewish families in London havea be2n thrown 
into deap mourning. Mr. Lucas was a son of the late Mr. Horatio Lucas, and of 
Mrs. Horatio Lucis (a daughter of Ccuntess d’Avigdor, and niecs of the late Sir 
Francis Goldsmid), and was only 23 years old. He wasa student of New College, 
Oxford, and was distinguished by his amiability and -by taleats which gave 
promises ofa bright career. Mr. Horatio Lucas, who died in 1874, will still be 
remembered by older members of the community as an accomplished painter and 
musician. Asa paiuter, ho exhibited at the Royal Academy and the Silon in 
Paris, and being proficient also in the art of Etching he was a contributor tp 
the various Black and White Exhibitions. <A selection of his etching: is in the 
print room at the British Museum. 

From accounts (published by Reuter) g ven by the guides who accompanied 
Mr. Hugh N. Lucas and his fellow traveller, Mr. Williamson, it appears that 
being overtaken by darkness on Wednesday the 15th, th2 party resolved to pass 
the night under the shelter of a crag of rock which jutted out over the path. All 
were asleep by about eleven o'clock. Shortly after two one of tho guides awoke 
and found that Mr. Lucas had disappeared. He immediately aroused the others, 
and they cilled Mr. Lucas by name, but in vain. After some consultatioa, was 
decided to remain where they were until daylight, as a search in the darkness 
would be both futils and dingerons. At four o'clock thoy found Mr. Lucas’s 
body close to their resting place, at the foot of a ros’s 1,5)) feet in hetght. His 
watch had stopped at twenty: minutes past twelve. [tis supposed that the unfor- 
tunite young gentleman shifted his positioa while half asleep towards the 
elesof the procipice, and then rolled over and was dash? 1 to death. The body was 
brought to Randa at five o'clock in the evening. The skull wis fractured and the 
legs were broken.

IN SHEEP’S CLOTHING. 


— 


THE. anti-Semites have scored. It is miserable and_ pettyfogging 
victory, after twenty years’ unscrupulous agitation, a victory which in the end 
will do more injury to those who have contrived it and to their dupes than to 
the Jews ; but it is beyond doubt a victory for the reactionary principles of 
anti-Semitism, and, while we have no desire to magnify its proportions, 
we are .equally anxious that its elements of seriousness should not 
be underrated. On Sunday last the Swiss Cantons resolved by a national 
Referendum to add an Article to the Federal Constitution prohibiting the 
Jewish method of slaughtering cattle. The fact that the resolution has been 
carried will cause some little surprise. As late as last week the chances of 
a rejection of the anti-Semitic proposal seemed not unfavourable. It was 


hoped that the Roman Catholic voters in the German Cantons would 


oppose a movement which in its essence is not less perilous 
for them than for the Jews. [t was known moreover 
that the Latin Cantons were sturdy adherents of the cause of religious 


liberty. . Hence, and especially in view of the persecuting and reactionary 


nature of the Judeophobe prcpaganda, it seemed very doubtful whether the 
doubie condition of the Referendum—a majority of votes as well as a majority 
of cantons—would be satisfied. Anti-Semitism, however prevailed, and to 
Switzerland, the cradle of Huropean freedom, belongs the shame of having 
made the first concession to the resuscitated bigotry of these latter days, of 
having struck the first blow at that edifice of religious liberty which is the 
proudest achievement of cultured humanity. 

Itis true that ostensibly the resolution adopted by the Cantons has 
nothing to do with religious liberty. The new Article studiously avoids any 
reference to religion or even to human beings. Apparently its concern is only 
with animals, and its aim is to spare sheep and oxen any unnecessary agony in 
the final tragedy of their lives. It is a demonstration of tolerance for animals 
rather than of cruelty to Jews. This brotherly love for the brute creation, while 
highly instructive as an indication of the natural affinities of the anti-Semites. 
is really only a mask for their carnivorous designs on their Jewish fellow men. 
Under this zoophilism lurks the most orthodox and raneorous Judeophobia. 
Until anti-Semitism was introduced into Switzerland from Germany, the 
agitation of the Societies for the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals, who 
entertained honest but misguided views with regard to Shechita, had no 
importance or influence. As a matter of fact, the whole movement for the 
protection of animals which was practically founded in Europe by a Jew, the 
late Lewis Gompertz, has never kindled much enthusiasm among the 


~masses, and would be quite powerless of itself to stir up popular emotions. 


At bottom, the Aryan has no real and sympathetic love for animals, 
and there is not a country in Europe’ where multitudes 
would not rather flock to witness an act. of sportsmanlike cruelty 
to animals than to hold a meeting for the advocacy of kindness to them in 
life or mercy to them in death. Hence it was not until the Apostles of 
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themselves of this privilege may be imagined. 


German anti-Semitism. 
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Jew-baiting joined their forces with the anti-Cruelty Societies that the | 
Swiss public appreciated the movement. They did not eare a fig for the 
animals but a Jew-hunt stirred all ‘the “old Adam” within them and the 
atavism of sport and bigotry spurred them to boisterous agitation. Their 


first successes were gained in the Cantons of Berne and Aargau where the 


local Governments were prevailed upon to interdict the Jewish method of 
slaughter. The Jews appealed to the National Council and the interdict. 
was cancelled. In vain did the Cantons carry their case before the 
Federal Assembly. By overwhelming majorities the Legislature declared 
them to be in the wrong. Meanwhile a new feature was_ intro- 
duced into the Swiss constitution which opencd for the agitators 
a chance of accomplishing their designs, The Referendum which 
gave the electorate the power of directly canvassing and revising the 
Acts of the Legislature, was in 1891 extended by the adoption of the 
principle of ‘popular initiative.” This enables the electorate to originate 
legislation by a direct vote, provided that the wish for such legislation 1s, 
in the first place, supported by 50,000 voters. How the anti-Semites availed 
In an incredibly short period 
they obtained 84,000 signatures to the necessary petitions, and the result 
was last Sunday’s disastrous struggle. A scrutiny of the votes polled indi- 
cates, in'a striking manner, how little of the ** Kindness to Animals,” issue 
was involved in the Referendum, and how completely it was controlled by 
The struggle was exclusively between Teutonic 
intolerance on the one hand and Latin instincts for popular liberty 
on the other, and as such, it was understood throughout the country, 
The vietory was gained entirely in the German Cantons where zoophilic 
pretensions were openly abandoned, and the voter staggered bois- 
terously to the urns vowing “death to the Jews.” In Zurich, Berne, 
Aargau and Thurgau the anti-Jewish majorities were enormous, On 


the other hand the Latin Cantons did not swerve from. their clear. 


apprehension of the real issue. Geneva, Vaud, Neuchatel, Freiburg and 
Valais voted four to one against the sinister invasion of an exotic 
intolerance. 

At this time of day it would be an insult to our readers, both Gentile 
and Jewish, to discuss the merits of Shechita. Were the case against the 
Jewish method of slaughtering proved, or were it even shown to be inferior. 
to any other method in the matter of preventing pain, the Jews 
themselves would be the last to stand up in defence of it. 
could not save it in face of the holy tradition of kindness to animals of which 
it isthe outcome, and of which, since the redaction of the Bible, the Jews have 
been the most conspicuous apostles. The progress of the world has fre- 
quently rendered changes in Jewish customs imperative, and the eternity of 
the principles on which those customs are founded have enabled us to 
acquiesce in such changes without doing violence to our religious convictions. 
The ethical doctrine on which Shechita is based is superior to the methods of 
Shechita itself and any real improvement that modern science could suggest 
would only the more completely realise the aim of our lawgivers 
and consequently would be binding upon us. But it is a fact that no such 
improvement has been suggested. On the contrary, the Jewish Shechita is 
known to be the most humane system in the world, and as such it has 
received the unhesitating approval of the greatest lights of modern science. 
Vircnow, Du Bois Reymonp, Ricuter of Konigsberg, Hertwia of 
Berlin—the greatest veterinary authority in Germany—GamGeE in England 
and a score of other scientists have vouched in the most precise terms for 
the merits of the Jewish Shechita. Hence it is a religious duty on our part 
to denounce and resist any attempt to weaken or abolish it. The other day 
when M. CLEMENCEAU was asked by his constituents what answer he had to 
make to the accusations preferred against him, the courageous deputy retorted 
by declaring ‘I have no answer, for it is I who am the accuser.” In the 
same Way we may say it 1s not our duty at the present moment to apologise for 
Shechita. We, and not the hypocritical zoophilists of Berne and Aargau are 


the true apostles of ‘* Kindness to Animals ” and we protest against the Swiss _ 


decision because it is an outrage, not on a mere Jewish custom, but on the 
great relizious principle which bids us and all mankind to see that not 
the humblest creature of Gol shall suffer needless pain. The new Article in 
the Swiss Constitution is a blow at this principle, for: while on the one 
hand it prohibits the best and kindliest method of slaughter, on the other 
it gives a free rein to, and stamps with national approval, the barbarous method 
of pole-axing and the uncontrolled and ineffict ent system under which it is 
carried on, 

So much for the religious—the Universalist—aspect of this 
question, One word for a more restricted view. The mischief inherent 
in the resolution registered by the Swiss Cantons is not confined to the 
Animal creation. The cause of religious liberty and of demo- 
cratic progress in Europe will inevitably suffer under it. To the 
anti-Semitic agitations in Germany, in Russia, in France and in 
Roumania it is bound to give a considerable impulse. Anti-Semitism has 
found its way to a Statute book, and a precedent for restricting Jewish rights 
has been laid down. This cannot but act as an encouragement to its exponents

And what is the verdict? Obviously it is that the democracy is not 
yet fit to be trusted with this great privilege. Vow populi, vor diaboli said 
Isaac Disrkagsi many years ago in regard to the agitation against Jewish 


emancipation in 17538, The world has not changed much since then, and the 


voting of last Sunday will be a standing warning to far-seeing statesmen in 
other countries against encouraging any acclimatisation of the democratic 
experiment which has produced such reactionary fruit inthe Swiss Alps. One 
thinks of Gonpsmitn's lines, although written with a very different 
inspiration :— 

No vernal blooms their torpid rocks array, 

But winter lingering chills the lap of May ; 

No Zephyr fondly rules the mountains breast 

But meteors glare and stormy glooms invest, 


EAST END POVERTY. 
A CHAT WITH THE REY. S. A, BARNETT. 


On reading your last week's Leader on the subject of East End poverty, it 


struck me that it might be a matter of something more than passing interest to - 


your readers, and permanently helpful in the working out of the many serious 


problems that confront us as a community in the East End of London, if the : 


Vicar of St. Jude’s, who has made his home among the poor of all creeds for the 
past 21 years, could be induced to ventilate his opinions on the topics to which 
you refer. So last Monday I presen-ed myself at the modest Vicarage in Com- 
mercial Street, and was fortunate in finding Mr. Barnett within. The Warden of 
Toynbee Hall is still on the sunny side of fifty, but hard and anxious toil has 
caused him to look considerably Older. [ was ushered into the spacious but 
homely drawing-room. Half lounge, half study, the room is typical of the man. 


The air of comfort pervading it is blent with one of serious business. [tis asort 


of apartment in which one can recline at one’s eise, and yet feel ready, ata 


moment’s notice, to tackle s»me quastion of: grave import. ‘Tae spoils of foreign 
travel lying about indicate the one aspect from which it may b3 regarded ; the 
other is suggested by the words inscribed over the mantelpiece : 
sow because of the birds.” 

I owe it to Mr. Barnett to say that IT found him exceelingly reluctant to

“Can a Jew,’ I asked, “settlein Toynbee Hall with the idea of devoting him- 

“No. It must be distinctly understood that Toyabee Hall is not a mis. 
sionary centre. It i3 entirely unsectarian. While I should be sorry to see it mee 
by Christians as a basis for proselytising efforts, on the other. hand, [should n 
like any Jew tocome here and neglect the general poor. Mr. H. S. Lewis ae 
among the general poor as well as his own. 

‘And the Associates—‘ the buttresses of your building "—must they 
themselves to general work ? ” 

“ Well, it would not be absolutely necessary in their case. A Jewish residen 
in the East ‘End, working exclusively among his own poor, cor ill be admitted to 
the privileges of Associateship.”

Whitechapel is a rowdy 
neighbourhood, as you may infer from the circumstance that in Commercial 
Street and Wentworth Street alone, this year, up ull August 7th, 349 
people locked up for disorderly behav-our. the present 
moment, is a danger that theso noises and rows might, if they 
were allowed to into. something more serions. 
A love of faction-fiehting is inherent in human nature, and it is quite possible 
that such disturbances, if not narrowly watched, may come to settle round differ- 
ences of creed.

He writes once more against the 
Chovevi Zion, and refers to two letters of his which appeared in your paper 
about two years ago. But as he, somehow or other, forgets to mention the 
replies given him at the time, particularly by Lieut.-Colonel Goldsmid, Mr. KE. 
H. d'Avigdor, and Mr. J. Prag, in the Jewish Chronicle, and by various speakers 
on the platforms of the Chovevi assemblies, itis only right for me to ask such 
readers who would take the trouble of again perusing “ E. O. J.’s”’ letters, not to 
omit reading the replies at the same time. If“ E. 0. J.” “sees no reasoa to 
modify his views,”’ other people may “ modify theirs.” 

~ £.0.J.’s" present effusion is of the same calibre as those of its pre- 
decessors, In the first place, “ E, O. J.’s” propositions are, on the whole, not in 
accordance with facts, Secondly, even if they were correct, nothing that the 
Chovevi Zion intends to do would be, of necessity, antagonistic to“ KE, O. J.'s 
aspirations.

The second part of his letter is only a reflex of the first; it is the same 
fight against windmills in the same obscure and confused verbiage.

“E. O. J.” says that such doctrine “can only be the means of shaking. to its

Surely not that of the Chovevi Zion 
The doctrine of the latter is neither more nor less than Israel’s national 
consclousbess, expressed on every page of their sacred and secular literature 
mentioned in every prayer, and alive in the hearts of all generations throughout 
all their vicissitudes. It is a consciousness which—in spite of “E OJ” ‘aan 
house notions about Israel and its destiny—is, at this present moment saliva in 
the hearts of millions of Jews, and is ackacwledeed by a still greater ait Cats 
of millions of Christians, It never interfered with the local allegiance of any 
Jew, which on the contrary, it strengthened and guaranteed. The exiles from 
Spain and Portugal loved their country and its language even after they had 


n expelle?, and traces of that regard survive even to the present. The 


reater number of our contemporary Russian exiles are in their heart of hearts 
ussian patriots. Instances from history could be supplied ad libttum, 

“EO. J.” asserts that the aspirations of the Chovevi Zion are antagonistic 
to the mission of Judaism, and he gives a sort of profession of faith, 
a number of creeds, which he declares to define the mission, and to 
contain the gist and essence of Judaism. That vexed question, of what is real 
and what unreal Judaism! If I were to imitate “EE. O. J.’s ” method, I could 
say in his own language : “KE.

['o enter upon the question of Israel’s mission in a Latter to the Editor 
would be ridiculous; but, besides, a discussion thereof is wholly unnecessary, 
for reason of its utter irrelevancy to the question of establishing colonies in 
Palestine and Syria. For evenif all that 0. J.” has to say about Israel's 
mission were correct, what harm is there, not only in not opposing, but even in 
assisting a benevolent undertaking of great import, which alms at gaining for 
some of our hunted-down brethren homes in Syria, together with an opportunity 
for them to gain their livelihood there by agricultural pursuits. Simply 
because of the sentiments of its promoters not agreeing with his own? Withas 
much reason he might daclare it a sin fora Jew to support a Christian charity ! 

“And now.” “E. O, J.” proceeds, “when we have wrested our position 
from an unwilling world, and when those who refuse it to us are growing less as 
ignorance disappears and bigotry grows weaker, now in the hour of our triumph, 
on the threshold of the accomplishment of the great mission of our race,” 
. . . . Whether bigotry grows weaker I do not know, but that ignorance does 
not disappear is only too obvious from the bombastic effusion just quoted, 
Fancy any one speaking of “ our having wrested a position from an unwilling 
world.” of “ the hour of our triumph,” at the very moment, when all the seas, all 
roads are fullof our fugitives ; when we are being driven from home and hearth 
for the tenacity with which we are fulfilling our mission, whatever it may be.

is growing by the day, notably, in one of the most civilised countries of Europe, 
and where the Jews have not failed to make the unfortunate attempt to 
reconcile their foes by abandoning their mission, as 1 would call it. though 
’ EO. J.” perhaps would say that they had tried to live up to it. * The hour of our 
triumpb,” indeed; when numbers of people of all countries Join in acorus of 
protests, and some countries absolutely close their frontiers, against the influx of 
those foreigners who are being driven about with infants and babes, with their 
old and their sick, for no other crime except“ their stability of trust inGod and 
obedience to His behests 7”? When we are charged with monopolising trades and 
professions, the bar and the bench, the University chairs and the press: when 
our working men are reproached for their thrift and their capacity of being con- 
tent with little; when we are thus said to have monopdlised both the wealth 
and the poverty of the world. “ At the hour of our triumph” the Jew is, in the 
worst cise. an outcast, an object of abomination ; and in the best cases a tolerated 
being. I admit numerous exceptions, but they do not invalidate the rule. 

What does‘ E. O. J.” dream of ? He once said, and again implies, that 
the aspirations of the Chovevi Zion were visionary. et him look to his own 
ideals, let him test them by the standard which he would fain recommend to 
us—the standard of possibility of realisation—and [am afraid a great disappoint- 
ment is in store for him. 

But, l ask again, what is the relevancy of all this? The fallacy of the 
objects and aspirations of the Chovevi Zion—‘f fallacy there be—cinnot be 
proved by ° .0.J.s” empty talk. It is only visionary on his part to think 
that he has" established” anything, or that anybody will take warning from his 
observations on the strength of his unsupported J.-ship.”

English as the English, Austrian as the Czech, or Slavonian as the Roumanian, 
we are not admitted to equal estimation and confidence although we have 
ejual rights, what avails our political freedom if after two ages of emanci- 
ation the cost of social equality is the loss of our individuality ? If our 
having shrunk into the limits of the “ Jewish persuasion ” has rather intensified 
than diminished the race hatred, and anti-Semitism (against our race) has 
replaced the days of the Inquisition of conscience, what can we hope from the 
weakening of bigotry and the dissipation of ignorance and fanaticism ? It is no 
more the Jewish religion that is condemned or the Talmud that is publicly 
burnt, but the Jewish character and occupation that is reviled. Then what 
can your thorough Anglicisation effect ? It cannot be thorough enough unless 
you can obliterate every feature of the Jewish physique and reject every 
characteristic Jewish practice and keep only those lofty, moral and intellectual 
ideals which you can conscientiously practice in a church; and then who will 
teach tle mission of Israel? By what vestments will the kingdom of priests 
be distinguished from all the nations there are on the face of the earth? Of 
what service will have been our tenacity and faithfulness and upon whom 
will the hopes of Israel and the promises and aspirations of the prophets fall ? 
There is no need to pay for our toleration with unnecessary pretensions of 
extreme loyalty and servile gratitude because we have sufficient living proofs 
that our loyal devotion to Palestine does not encroach on our patriotism, 
because patriotism belongs only to the land of our birth and regard for Palestine 
cannot shake our allegiance to our native land, because the two sentiments are 
distinct and have their origin in two different considerations.

Sir,—Your correspondent “E.0.J.”’ from his letter in your last issue, on the 
above, convevs the impression that he looks down on the world (the Jewish) 
through one eye-glass, as George Eliot has it. His patriotic feelings are outraged 
on seeing British and other European Jews helping to find a pace of shelter 
for their persecuted brethren. And all because the place of refuge decided on, 
both by the people themselves and their leaders, is the land which was once our 
own, and whic’ we Still cherish the hope. shall be ours again. But why all 
these outcries of alarm ? Our love for the country of our birth or of our 
adoption could best be manifested by our assisting to settle those of our 
brethren who needs must leave their birth-plac2, in countries les3 populated than 
Grreat Britain, for instance. Our Christian neighbours will not think us lacking 
in patriotic feeling; when we do our best to check the flow ot paupers to this 
country. And our own unfortunate brethren? Could we best serve them, by 
helping them to struggle on in overcrowded Europe, whence hundreds of thou- 
sands depart every year, to seek employment in other parts of the 
globe, or by advising and helping them to become farmers and cultivate the 
soil? I think the latter the best course to adopt. . 

But why select Palestine of all other countries ? Because we are tied to it 
by the sacred memories of our past, because it is the desire of the masses of 
our brethren to whom Russia denies parentage, to live there,and because Palestine 
is comparatively near to Russia, and there 1s enough room there for settling 
all the Jews that require to leave Russia. : 

As to the imputation that “ Russian Jews are not likely to do well there,” the 
contrary has been proved beyond all doubt, and the success that has followed 
the work of the colonists already settled in Judea is enough to set our minds at 
rest as to future results. 

Altogether we must take take a more liberal and unprejudiced view of the 
situation, which in- the abstract comes to this: That a large portion of the 


members of our race being oppressed very sorely in certain countries, it is the’ 


duty of their more fortunate brethren to assist them in the most 
etlicient manner, which is likely to serve their interests best. That Palestine, 
in point of distance, climate, population, and the friendly attitude of the 
Ottoman Government towards their Hebrew cousins, is the country most suited 
for the purpose we have at heart, and which it is our duty to carry out as best we 
can. 

That our Christian neighbours will not reproach us for our want of patriotic 
feelings is evident from the fact, that the best Christians in Great Britain are 
most willing and anxious to assist us in this undertaking. And the Auxiliary 
Branch of the Chovevi Zion in Scotland, of which the R2v, Wm, Paterson is the 
Hon. Secretary, and the Principal of our University, Sir William Muir, is one of 
the Council, is testimony enough of their approval of our actions, 

Personally I have other reasons, for wishing the renewal of a rural life 
among our people in Palestine in particular, Chief among them are:—The 
comparatively easy revival of the Hebrew language as a medium of conversation.
